Courts Should 
Try Watergate

How many months have 
we been saturated with 
Watergate? How many of our tax dollars have been 
spent on an investigation that seem s endless and mired 
in it’s own personal trap? 
How objective can a committee member be toward a 
situation involving a president of a party different from 
that of his own? Can he completely and honestly throw 
party loyalty aside and sit in judgement without a trace 
of prejudice? 
There are many sides to the political merry-go- 
round. Most Americans want to see justice done, felons 
convicted and a semblance of peace and integrity 
restored to the government. 
The continuous cry for more tapes and the steadfast 
refusal of the president to relinquish them could go on 
and on.

The tapes themselves do bring up a point. On one 
hand there must have been some high governmental 
exchanges with other countries that certainly should 
have been taped for referal accuracy.

If the president of the United States is guilty of any 
misdemeanor he certainly has paid for it. No other 
president, save 
one, was ever put through such a 
moral and degrading experience as Nixon. How he can 
continue with his official duties and face his ad- 
verseries at every turn simple shows how strong he 
really is. 
I say, let’s give him a chance. He had done so much 
that is good for this country.

The lowly penny, which 
hasn’t 
been 
worth 
much 
since the days of one cent 
candies, has recently risen 
to notority, due simply to a 
shortage, and that shortage 
is pinching Plano. 
According to Gene Lynge, 
of the First National Bank in 
Plano, the shortage has hit 
our area, and local and area 
banks are rationing the 
amount of pennies m er­ 
chants can obtain for their 
cash registers. 
The Department of the 
Treasury estim a tes that 
over 30 billion pennies are in 
circulation, doing the job for 
which they were intended 
Som ew here in this vast 
country of ours, however, 
the Department says that an 
excess of 30 billion pennies 
are in hiding. 
If just 15 billion pennies 
could be lured out of hiding, 
the 
Mint, 
at 
current 
production figures, wouldn’t 
have to make any more 
pennies for almost two years 
and it would represent a 
saving of $150 million, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Mrs. 
Mary 
Brooks, director of the Mint. 
Speculators and hoarders 
of pennies have caused an 
acute shortage in certain 
areas of the country, so 
extensive in some cities that 
grocery stores are returning 
pehny change with paper, 
redeemable 
only 
in 
that 
particular 
store. 
The 
government says this is legal 
as long as the transaction 
remains within the confines 
of the store. 
Because of the shortage, 
June has been declared 
Penny Redemption month 
by the Mint in an effort to 


cure this artificial shortage, 
Mrs. Brooks said 
For every $25 worth of 
pennies cashed in at tho 
bank, the U. S. Treasury is 
going to award an Excep­ 
tional Public Service cer­ 
tificate to the individual or 
group responsible. 
Lynge has a copy of the 
certificate at the bank and 
will gladly forward the 
names of those individuals 
who bring their pennies to 
the bank, thus getting the 
coins back into circulation 
where they will do the most 
good.

Skin colors range from white 
( Pinkish Yellow) to Yellow, to red, 
to brown and black and every 
shade in between.'What accounts 
for these differences?

When large amounts are present 
the skin is black and the smaller 
amounts will cause the various 
shades of skin 
coloration. 
The 
funny thing about it is there are no 
more of 
these cells 
in 
darkly 
pigmented people than there is in 
fair-skinned people. These cells are 
simply larger and work harder at 
producing Melanin. 
There are many conditions that 
can affect skin color, such as food, 
chemicals, heat or friction or drugs 
can cause temporary changes in 
skin color. Also various diseases 
can affect the Melanin producing 
cells causing a color change. 
Of all the various shades of skin 
color, the one that puzzles me most 
is the pale green shade of some 
peoples face the morning after New 
Years Eve.

staging, the joy, freedom 
and humorous good times of 
the first act have become 
highly infectious, and only 
the most insensitive theatre­ 
goer can remain immune. 
It serves as an excellent 
counterpoint to the tragedy 
of

Supper, 
Crucifixion 
and 
Death 
scenes, which I think will 
present the viewer with a 
new awareness of the dram a 
and emotional involvement 
inherent in the Christ story. 
It was interesting to note 
that several m em bers of the 
cast were so caught up in 
that involvement during the 
preview performance, their 
te a rs 
strea k ed 
their 
makeup. 
And that’s another quality 
which seems to be a product 
of the directors’ work, or 
perhaps the subject m atter 
itself. 
A ra re sense 
of 
togetherness, or koinonia, is 
projected by the cast in their 
performances, and this, too, 
serves to draw the audience 
into the story. The message 
is that C hristianity can 
work, and the cast makes the 
message believable. 
The finale is rather anti- 
climatic and may leave you 
wondering whether or not 
the play is done. On the 
otherhand, the symbolism is 
fantastic, for even today the 
curtain has not rung down on 
Christianity, nor has 
the 
main character appeared for 
His closing scene. 
The kudos are many and 
well-deserved. 
S te p h e n

Fund Drive Seeks $25,000 


A goal of $25,000 has been established by 
the Plano Sports Authority for their second 
annual fund drive. 
The drive, which begins June 17 through 
June 30. pays for equipment and ad­ 
ministration costs not covered by the 
parrticipation fees. 
“ The fund drive last year netted Plano 
Sports Authority $15,000 to end 1973 with 
only a $271 deficit. However, this year 
Plano Sports Authority must work even 
harder to raise more money in order to 
keep fees from skyrocketing due to rising 
costs,” Harold Giddens, PSA treasurer 
said. 
Volunteers are still being sought to help 
raise funds for Plano Sports Authority. 
Team captains are organizing groups that 
will work 
within the confines of two 
divisions. 
Giddens said a business division and 
residential division will be organized. 
The business division, headed by Gid­ 
dens, will call on 
local firms soliciting 
sponsorships for PSA . The business 
division includes Bill Miller, Bill Lovelace, 
Scott 
Stone. 
Began 
Dizon, 
Ralph 
Youngblood, Gary Dooley, Ted Darby, Bill 
Wadley and Bob LaFavre. 
The residents of Plano, Parker and 
Canyon 
Creek 
will 
be 
contacted 
by 
members of the residential team. Mothers 
of Plano Sports Authority participants will 
call on individuals on a person-to-person 
basis. Leaders of the division are Pat 
Giddens, Liz LaFavre and Joan Cham 
bless. Area leaders have not been named. 
Plaques will be awarded to contributors 


depending on the size of the donation 
Three different size plaques correspond 
with $100, $200 or $1000 donation. Anyone 
donating over $5 w ill receive a PSA em­ 
blem. 
“ We need the help of all Plano residents 
in order to have a successful fund drive,” 
Giddens said. “ No donation is too small 
and we appreciate anything that can be 
done to help PSA meet its goal. If we can’t 
meet the goal, then participation costs are 
subsequently raised.” 
In 1973 Plano Sports Authority had three 
separate athletic activities. Boy’s baseball 
had a per capita expense to PSA of $26.50 
per boy. Each boy paid $8 to participate. 
G irl’s softball had a fee of $5 per girl but 
the program cost Plano Sports Authority 
$10 per girl, according to Giddens. Foot­ 
ball costs were $24 per player with a fee of 
$17.50. Basketball came close to breaking 
even, with a cost of $15 per boy and a fee of 
$14. 
Soccer and girl’s drill team held their 
•own ground, according to Giddens. 
“ The original cost and maintenance of 
equipment is not cheap,” Giddens adds. 
“ The Plano Sports Authority does not wish 
to lower its standards of equipment or 
severely limit the number of participants 
in each program. To cover all anticipated 
costs, we will need $25,000.” 
Plano Sports Authority is a three and 
one-half year old organization that is in­ 
corporated. Under current by-law s, PSA is 
operated by a board of directors and three 
members at large. 
“ Because PSA is dependent on volunteer 


help, it is a non-profit organization that 
must depend on the goodwill of the com­ 
munity. This is a good opportunity for 
parents who can not give volunteer time to 
PSA to help support their children's 


organization,” Giddens said.
